b The Prussinn Victory Deolded.

Benrrs, Aug. 16,—The following additional
particulars of the second battle near Metz
were received last night:—

Late on the afternoom of Monday the Ist
and 7th Prussian Army Corps vigorously
attacked the French forces under the walls of
Metz, A sangnirary conflict ensued, and the
French were at length driven within the city
with a loss of four thousand men. On the
same day a grand reconnoissance under King
William in person maintained itself some
bours within two lines of the French de-
fenses without any effort on the part of the
French to dislodge them. This fact shows

the utter demoralization of the French army,

The Londonderry Rigt—The Assault on Judge
Medunn,

Lonpox, Aug. 16.—The following details
of the assanit on Judge McCunn, of New
York, have been received bere:—On the 15th,
during the celebration of the raising of the
siege of Londonderry, Judge McCunn wasd on
a visit to Colerpine town, & few miles east of
Londonderry, and in the same county where,
at a railway station, accompanied by two
priests, Mr. McKenna, one of the editors of
the Belfast Star, and some other friends, a
mob of Orangemen made an assault upon
bim and his companions. Mr, M¢Kenna was
roughly handled, and others of the party
hurt, but the Judge managed to escape with-

out serious injury.

An Ameriean Blnlm& rg:::n an Engllsh Con.

Bishop Simpson, who {8 well known in all parts of
this Commonwealth and especially in Philadelphia,
addressed the Wesleyvan Conference held at Burs-
lem, England, on the 25th ult, The greatest part of
the session was taken up with the reception of our
distinguished town=man. The London I'imes glves
the following report of Dis remarks:—

Bishop Bimpeon addregsed the conference and
said, in substance, mingled emotions arose in his
bosom on finding himsell opce more among them,
Methe dism was & family all over the world, and they
all looked upon England as the old homestand. The
Methodist circle was enlarging every year, and he
believed it was destined to take in the circnmference
of the globe, He felt a shadow of gloom come over
him when he remembered that Bishop Kingsley, one
of thelr American minlsters, who was on his way to
England, had died suddenly in Palestine. Thirteen
r:ms ago he uumm% Sampmn';lwas received In the

rish Conference by Dr. lannah, Rev. IL Young, and
Rev, F. West; all these men were now gone to thefir
final rest. He contrasted his position with what it
was thirteen years ago. ‘Thelr Church had always
protested agn&w'. slavery, and when the preat strug-
gle came their sons and brothers were fatthful to the
canse of liberty, The celored people of the Sonth
looked upon the Methodist Eplscopal Churel as
thelr faithful friends. In addition to the colored
conferences of the Boull, they had other confoer-
ences, In which were Incinded white ministers as
well as ministers of color. Many of the colored
ropu]u.tlnn were being educated, and he be-

feved a large pumber of them would go to
Africa and regepnerate tnat  land, 80  that
the wealth of man should praise God, and Ethlopla
should streteh ont her hands to Him, The people of
all nations were golpg to America I‘nup?a of all
nations were becoming citizens of America, and
many lapguages wera spoken in the States, and he
belleved that the great conflict of truth and error
would be settled in America. As an American he
had confidence in the Institutions of lis country,
but he looked to the spirit and power of Chris-
tlanity to assimilate the diversites of the
American population intd one common and
nnited Christian nation, Bishop Simpeon then
made reference to the vast extent of the Chris-
tian mission field occupled by the American
Methodist Episcopal Church, The great lesson he
drew from that missionary suocess was that if the
churches would go on in falth and do thelr daty the
whole world woulil be given to Christ. e referred
to the question of cominerce, and said that this, too,
would become Increasingly an instrament for the
gpread of Christianity, Christ spend much time
upon the Seca of Galilee, and that prefigured that
Chiristianity would Le lord of the sea. Speaking of
the progress of Methodism in America during the
last thirteen years, he said that while the Americag
jopulation had increased 42 per cent., the Wes-
eyan Church had ipcreased over o per cent,

during that time, For the last three years
they  had  increased the amount of ‘thelr
church property &t an  anoual rate of six

million dollars, and duripg the last five years, owing
to the centenary movement, the value of thelr
chureh property had been doubled, Notwlithstand-
ipg the speculations and controversiea in America,
the American Wesleyans were nnshaken in their
attachment to evangelical truth, They (the Wes-
leyans) differed in some things as to their polity,
but the essentials of thelr ecclesiastical principles
were the same. He belleved that two things ac-
counted forthe success of Methodism—the presence
of God tn the midst of them, and the co-operation of
all the parts and peoples of their churches for the
gpread of Christianity, He belleved that Metho-
dism wonld be the chief antagonist of Popery.
teople yearned for the presence of God, and the
influence of vestmenis amnd ceremonies in the
Church of Roine was very great. Rituslism would
influence people powerfully who believed that God's
présence was connected with soch things. There
was one doctrine held by the Methodists which
wotld conntéract the errors of Komanism and Hit
ualism, viz, :—"That God spoke directly to sie human
heart, In Amerioa they were endeavoring to seeure
4 general union of al! the Methodist charches ine

and pow that slavery was abolished there was no
